“It is tru e that more cases of rabies 
are fund during sum m er months 
in 
people than at any other tim e of the 
y ear”, the veterinarian said. 
This is explained by Doctor Wilson 
to be due largely to the thinner cloth­ 
ing worn in the sum m er months. 
We w ear fewer clothes in sum m er 
than we do in w inter; consequently, a 
bite from a rabid anim al is more apt 
to prove injurious than when we can 
enjoy the protection of heavier cloth­ 
ing”, he said. 
“ April and May are the m onths for 
heavy outbreaks of rabies in Missouri 
because the breeding season of dogs

"It is true that more cases of rabies

year”, the veterinarian said. 
This is explained by Doctor Wilson 
to be due largely to the thinner cloth­ 
ing worn in the summer montha. 
We wear fewer clothes in summer 
than we do in winter; consequently, a 
bite from a rabid animal is more apt 
to prove injurious than when we can 
enjoy the protection of heavier cloth­ 
ing”, he said.

LEE’S BRAVERY WINS 
WASHINGTON’S PRAISE 


Among the most gallant and dash­ 
ing heroes of the American Revolu­ 
tion was a young 
Virginian, 
Capt. 
H arry Lee (Light Horse H arry), for 
whom General W ashington 
had 
a 
g reat respect and admiration, accord­ 
ing to the Division of Inform ation and 
Publication of the George W ashington 
Bicentennial Commission. 
Lee 
was 
the fath er of Robert E. Lee, famous 
Confederate General. 
One of Captain Lee’s brave exploits 
brought a personal letter from W ash­ 
ington, highly 
praising the 
dashing 
Virginian. Lee had made himself very 
form idable to the enemy by harassing 
their foraging parties. 
On one occa­ 
sion there was a flurry at the most 
advanced outpost where he was 
sta­ 
tioned with a few of his troops. 
An 
attem pt was made to surprise him. A 
party of about 200 dragoons, taking a 
circuitous route in the night, came 
upon him at daybreak. 
He had but a 
few men with him at the time, and| 
took a post in a large storehouse. His 
scanty force was 
not 
even 
large 
enough to allow a soldier for each 
window. 
The dragoons attem pted to 
force their way into the house. 
There was a warm contest. 
The 
dragoons were bravely repulsed, and 
sheered off, leaving two killed .and 
four wounded. “So well directed was 
the opposition”, Lee wrote to W ash­ 
ington, “ that we drove them from the 
stables, and saved every horse. 
We 
have got the arm s, some cloaks, etc., 
of their wounded. The enterprise was 
certainly daring, though the issue of 
it was very ignominious. I had not a 
soldier for each window”. 
W ashington, whose heart evidently 
warmed more and more to this young 
Virginian, not content with noticing 
his exploit in general orders, wrote a 
note to Lee on the subject, expressed 
with unusual warmth.
